Foden throws 
down challenge 
to Saints stars

MORE than 1,000 caravan park residents were 
left in a state of uncertainty last night after being 
told to stay on “high alert” for floods. 

After rising waters forced them from their homes 
on Monday night, the evacuees were allowed to 
return to Billing Aquadrome leisure park yesterday. 

But the Environment Agency advised them to 
stay away from the site “for the next couple of 
days” and make other arrangements if they could. 

A spokesman for the organisation said: “They 
should only return if they have to and should put 
together a ‘grab bag’ of essential items including 
medicines, so that they can be evacuated again at 
short notice if necessary 

“The flood warnings for the area remain in force 
and are likely to do so for several days.” 

Cogenhoe Mill holiday park, which was evacuat¬ 
ed at the weekend, remained closed and those 
affected were invited to stay at Billing if necessary 

Norman Robinson, Environment Agency manag¬ 
er, said: “This is a very difficult time for the resi¬ 
dents and we’re trying to make sure we get the right 
balance between people being able to carry on 
with their everyday lives but also ensuring they do 
not get caught out by serious flooding.” 

Further rain was forecast for between midnight 
and 6am this morning, and emergency services 
were stationed at Billing, but some residents 
decided the risk was too great and many returned 
to stay another night at the temporary shelter at 
Lings Forum after collecting belongings. 

A spokesperson from Northamptonshire County 
Council said last night: “The reception centre at 
Lings Forum is staying open this evening for those - 
choosing not to return home while flood warnings 
remain in place. 

“We anticipate up to 80 people may stay 
overnight at the reception centre, but final num¬ 
bers are still being confirmed as people return 
after being out today” 

But bosses at Billing remained confident that the 
worse was over and said the park’s annual 
Camping, Caravan and Boat Show would go ahead 
this weekend. Peter Angelides, business develop¬ 
ment director at Billing Aquadrome, said

Heavy drinking decorator 
killed himself in hospital 


NURSING staff were in tears 
yesterday as they gave 
evidence at an inquest into 
the death of a patient who 
hung himself at Northampton 
General Hospital. 

The coroner’s court heard 
the tragic circumstances 
behind the death of Stefan 
Kwiecien, 51, who died as a 
result of external compres¬ 
sion to the neck. 

Mr Kwiecien, formerly of 
Wheatfield Road, Northamp¬ 
ton, was being treated for a 
number of medical com¬ 
plaints including TB, 
Hepatitis B and C and cirrho¬ 
sis of the liver disease. 

He was discovered by nurse 
Karen Taylor at 6am on 
November 6 last year in a 
single side room, where he 
appeared to be sitting on the 


side of the bed but was 
actually hanging. 

The alarm was raised and 
despite efforts to resuscitate 
him it was too late. 

Coroner Anne Pember read 
out evidence from Mr 
Kwiecien’s partner, Catherine 
Hill, who has also died since 
she gave her statement in 
February 

The couple had two chil¬ 
dren and Ms Hill had 
described him as very loving. 

She said Mr Kwiecien had 
worked as a painter and dec¬ 
orator in the building trade. 

In her statement, Ms Hill 


said his mother’s death in the 
80s had a profound affect on 
him and added: “In 1998 
building work became very 
difficult and I think it sig¬ 
nalled the start of the reces¬ 
sion. 

“It meant he had to work 
away from home during the 
week but came home at 
weekends. 

“It was during this time he 
started drinking excessively. 

“At the time he drunk lager 
but his boss introduced him 
to vodka which seemed to 
be a catalyst/turning point 
in his life. 


“At weekends he would 
drink 18-24 cans of lager 
and still send me out to get 
more. 

“In April 2011 he signed on 
(unemployment) and 

became very depressed and 
hardly ate anything. 

“Two months before his 
death his hid himself away 
in the bedroom not letting 
anyone in. 

“He talked about wanting 
to be with his mum and 
when I went to bed he went 
downstairs.” 

Mrs Pember concluded: “I 
believe at a time when he 
was feeling low and 
depressed, and despite mak¬ 
ing plans for the future, he 
no longer wished to live. 

“The verdict I will insert is 
he killed himself.” 


Family tree could solve 
1930s murder mystery

A MURDER mystery that has 
puzzled police for more than 
80 years could soon be 
solved. 

The victim was killed in a 
deliberate car fire in 
Hardingstone, in November 
1930, but his body was too 
badly burned to be identified. 

Now Northamptonshire 
Police think they are a step 
closer to naming him - thanks 
to one woman’s interest in her 
family tree. 

Samantha Hall believes the 
murder victim could have 
been her great-great uncle, 
William Briggs, who went 
missing from his home in 
London. 

She had grown up not know¬ 
ing what had happened to 
him, but delving into her 
ancestry has led her to look at 
the case known as the “blaz¬ 
ing car murder”, which 
received worldwide attention. 

She said: “William left the 
family home in Kilburn, 
London, to attend a doctor’s 
appointment and was never 
seen or heard of again and 
this obviously devastated the 
family. 


“It is only in recent months 
that my nan, who was 
William’s niece, showed me 
newspaper clippings together 
with letters that her aunt had 
written in 1957 in an attempt 
to re-open the murder case.” 

The murdered man was the 
victim of commercial traveller 
Alfred Rouse, who was left 
with a personality disorder 
after suffering a serious head 
injury during World War One. 

The killer was described by 
officers at the time as “a 
promiscuous rake with an 
enormous sexual appetite” 
and initial investigations 


found that the murder was 
Rouse’s attempt to stage his 
own death, to escape his 
financial problems and start a 
new life. 

He hit his victim over the 
head with a wooden mallet, 
placed the unconscious man 
in the driver’s seat of his car 
and set the vehicle alight. 

Samantha, who lives with 
her family in Berkshire, said: 
“My family were convinced 
that William was Rouse’s 
victim and I thought it would 
be useful to review any 
remaining or available case 
notes and enquire as to the 


existence of any remains. I 
would be really interested to 
hear from anyone who could 
shed any further light on the 
identity of Rouse’s victim that 
night.” 

Members of the family 
recently met Northampton¬ 
shire Police archivist Richard 
Cowley, who discussed the 
story of the murder with them 
and showed them artefacts 
relating to the crime. 

The family then visited the 
graveside of the unknown 
man, a few minutes’ drive 
away from the Force’s head¬ 
quarters at Wootton Hall. 

Samantha added: “In visit¬ 
ing Northampton, all of us 
wanted to ensure that, whoev¬ 
er the victim, the remains had 
been buried appropriately 
and hadn’t been long forgot¬ 
ten on a shelf somewhere. 

“It also seemed plausible 
that, with the advent of new 
technologies, we may still 
have a chance of positive 
identification.” 

The charred remains of the 
unknown man are interred in 
the parish cemetery of 
Hardingstone. Rouse was 
found guilty at Northampton 
Assizes and hanged at 
Bedford jail in March 1931.

THE University of Northampton 
has climbed 23 places in the 
annual Times Higher Education 
student experience survey. 

It has reached 83rd, out of 105 
universities, which was the 
eighth highest rise in the 
country.

Petford said the results were 
“great news” for the university. 

He said: “The student 
experience is our top priority - 
we will continue to invest to 
give all of our students the best 
university experience from 
Northampton. 


“Recently we have announced 
new plans for the highest quality 
student accommodation in 
Northampton town centre, and 
we’ve significantly improved the 
experience in our park campus 
library, as well as enhanced 
buildings for our schools of 
education and business. 

“Another highlight in the 
survey is we are the fourth 
highest university for students 
having a good relationship with 
teaching staff, which reflects 
the professional, friendly and 
helpful attitudes of our staff 
across our academic schools.” 

The University has also risen 
three places in the Complete 
University Guide 2012.

HAIRDRESSERS are cut up 
about ‘barmy’ proposals which 
could see them banned from 
wearing high heels, jewellery 
and even watches. 

And they’ve branded the deci¬ 
sion makers in Brussels ‘idiots’ 
after hearing of plans for a new 
EU law. 

The move is aimed at reducing 
the risk of hair getting caught in 
jewellery or watches. 

But Peter Lumbis, the owner of 
the Crop Shop in Bridge Street, 
Northampton, said: “What about 
people’s fingernails? Should they 
be cut off? 

“A ring is a lot worse to get 
caught than say a watch. 

“I have never worn a ring and I 
do not think a watch would get 
caught in someone’s hair.” 

He added: “Nothing surprises 
me about these idiots, it is a case 
of the whole world gone mad. If it 
ever became law how would it be 
governed?” 

Sophie Jones, a hairdresser at 
The Cutting Room in St Leonards 
Road, believes it would be a bad 
decision to bring in these rules. 

She added: “I think if we want 
to wear jewellery it’s our choice. 
A lot of us don’t wear heels any¬ 
way as they can be uncomfort¬ 
able. We haven’t had any com¬ 
plaints about it from customers. 


Anyway, we have to wear watches 
to tell the time. I think it’s bad 
and I don’t think they should do 
it.” 

This week East Midlands UKIP 
MEP Derek Clark blasted the EU 
idea as ‘barmy’. 

The MEP said the proposals, 
which are set to go before 
Brussels bureaucrats, were “daft 
and typical of the red tape non¬ 
sense coming out of Europe.” 


The plan suggested by 
European lobbyists, could also 
mean hairdressers having to 
carefully plan their working day 
to ensure they have regular nat¬ 
ters with colleagues and do not 
carry out too many haircuts a day 
to prevent stress. 

Mr Clark added: “What 
absolute nonsense. This is barmy 
- this would be yet more red tape 
to strangle small businesses.” 


Kouzaris’s teen murderer appealing guilty verdict 


THE teenager found guilty of 
murdering Northampton holi¬ 
day-maker James Kouzaris, and 
his friend James Cooper, is to 
appeal against his conviction 
and sentence. 

Shawn Tyson’s lawyers have 
criticised the trial held in March, 
according to Florida newspaper 
the Sarasota Herald-Tribune. 

The 17-year-old was jailed for 
life last month for killing the two 
British tourists after trying to rob 
them in a downtown housing 


complex. But public defender 
Carolyn Schlemmer has chal¬ 
lenged the conviction on nearly a 
dozen grounds, including the 
racial make-up of the jury. 

She was also unhappy with 
Judge Rick De Furia’s decision to 
allow prosecutors to present evi¬ 
dence that Tyson threatened 
people with a gun a week before 
the shootings, the Herald- 
Tribune reported. 

■ The friends of the murdered 
tourists have completed a three 


month fundraising relay between 
92 football clubs in honour of the 
pair. Joe Hallett and Paul Davies 
set up the Always A Chance char¬ 
ity following the brutal killings. 

They plan to devote their lives 
to helping victims of violence 
and tackling the social causes of 
crime among young people. 

On Sunday they finished the 
journey, which has taken them 
all over England and Wales, at 
Sixfields stadium - home of 
Northampton Town.

cent and services 
companies 14 per 
cent. 

The services 
sector also reported 
a 24 per cent 
increase in export 
orders - eight per 
cent more than the 
national average.

“favourable” reports. 

The woman, who has not been 
named, was taken into custody by 
City of London Police on April 25. 

She was arrested at her 
Northamptonshire home on 
suspicion of bribery and money 
laundering. 

The woman had worked for the 
Care Quality Commission (CQC), 
but she was sacked by the organi¬ 
sation for gross misconduct after 
an internal investigation found 
that her impartiality had been 
“seriously compromised”. City of 


London Police are conducting an 
ongoing investigation into allega¬ 
tions that proprietors of care 
homes were being “pressurised 
into paying fees for favourable 
inspection reports”. 

Detective Inspector James 
Clancey said: “We are working 
closely with CQC to thoroughly 
investigate these allegations. We 
are appealing to anyone who may 
have information linked to these 
allegations to come forward.” 

Louise Guss, director of gover¬ 
nance and legal services at the 
CQC, said: “Unfortunately, in any 
large workforce there is a risk that 
a tiny minority may act in a way 
that betrays the principles of their 
colleagues and of the organisa¬ 
tion as a whole, which is what has 
happened here. 


“This inspector has failed the 
organisation, failed the providers 
who rely on us to act fairly and 
impartially, and - most impor¬ 
tantly - failed in their responsibil¬ 
ity to protect people who use 
services through identification of 
poor care.” 

She added: “CQC operates a zero 
tolerance policy in regard to fraud¬ 
ulent or dishonest behaviour. 

“As this case makes clear, we 
take any credible allegations 
relating to this behaviour 
extremely seriously and, follow¬ 
ing a full investigation, will take 
the swiftest and most severe 
action possible against any mem¬ 
ber of staff found guilty.” 

The woman was questioned at a 
local police station and has been 
released on bail.

It’s a washout as

A BOATING event that was 
previously threatened by 
drought conditions has now 
been cancelled due to “high 
water levels”. 

The annual Northampton Boat 
Gathering was initially affected 
by the closure of locks along the 
Grand Union Canal, designed to 
conserve water, but a temporary 
opening was arranged to allow 
the event to go ahead. 

Now, just weeks later, organis¬ 
ers of this weekend’s rally have 
said they “cannot run the risk” of 
accidents and plan to reschedule 
to the August Bank Holiday. 

Bernard Morton, Northampton 
branch chairman of the Inland 
Waterways Association, admit¬ 
ted it was “ridiculous” that the 
event had been hit by a lack of 
rain and too much rain in such a 
short space of time. 

But he said there were con¬ 
cerns that many boaters would 
not be able to access the River 
Nene at Becket’s Park, where the 
festival was due to take place, 
because flooding had left the 
waterway closed to navigation. 

He said: “At least half of the 
boats were coming up the river, 
but there is a red flag indicating a 
strong stream.” 

And a string of other events in 
the county have fallen foul of the 
weather this week. 

Northamptonshire Police 


announced yesterday that the 
Force Open Day would be post¬ 
poned. 

The event was not due to take 
place until May 12, but a police 
spokeswoman said “inclement 
weather conditions” could have 
put the public at risk. 

Inspector Nick Lyall said: “We 
are, of course, disappointed but 
the majority of stands and 
demonstrations are held out¬ 
side. 

“Given the current weather 
conditions, the likelihood is that 
the ground will be too wet to 
accommodate large numbers of 
people both safely and comfort¬ 
ably.” 

But he added: “We are already 


planning to reschedule the event 
in September as it has proved so 
popular and will be confirming a 
date in the next couple of 
months. We have made the deci¬ 
sion now rather than nearer the 
time to avoid any further disap¬ 
pointment.” 

Organisers of a charity run at 
Holdenby House, in aid of 
Warwickshire and Northamp¬ 
tonshire Air Ambulance, were 
forced to cancel the race after 
torrential rain at the weekend. 

In a post on the attraction’s 
website on Sunday, they said: 
“Due to the dreadful conditions 
which have worsened overnight 
we have had to postpone the 
WNAA Heroes Run today.”

“Weetabix even brought over 
some cereals and Tesco have 
been helping out too.” 

Mr Shelswell also praised St 
John’s Ambulance and NEAT 
first aiders for “directing 
people in the pouring rain”. 

Members of the Red Cross 
remained at the leisure centre 
shelter last night for those not 
returning to their homes. 

Clare O’Keefe from the 


charity said: “People have been 
very calm. One of our 
volunteers celebrated his 
birthday here on Tuesday and it 
was one resident’s eighth 
birthday so they went and got 
her a cake.” 

She added that the children 
had been playing and making 
friends while at the centre. 

Flood warnings remained in 
place last night, with three 
across the River Nene. Levels 
near Billing Aquadrome and 
nearby business parks are 
expected to remain high for 
several days.

Bairstow eves 
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Miss’s ‘unfair’ 
claim rejected

CLAIMS that a music 
teacher at a £100,000-a- 
year private school was 
unfairly dismissed and 
sexually discriminated 
against have been thrown 
out by a judge. 

Sarah Cameron said she 
had quit her role at the 
exclusive Quinton House 
School in Upton, 
Northampton, following a 
series of issues with the 
head teacher Geraint 
Jones. 

The 44-year-old claimed 
her name was added to a 
‘hit list’ of teachers Mr 
Jones wanted out. 

But the Bedford 
Employment tribunal, 
which heard the case 
against the school’s own¬ 
ers Cognita Schools Ltd in 
March, has ruled that Ms 
Cameron’s claims are 
unsuccessful. 

Employment Judge Val 
Adamson ruled that Mr 
Jones disputed any such 
hit list although the panel 
was satisfied that in 
conversations between 
the head and the school’s 



owners, the phrase ‘hit 
list’ was used to identify 
teachers who needed to 
improve. 

Ms Cameron, who lives 
in Abington, also claimed 
that Mr Jones had made 
her life miserable by mov¬ 
ing her classroom to a 
cricket pavilion away from 
the main campus. 

But the panel said they 
were not persuaded that 
Mr Jones spoke to her in 
an ‘aggressive, rude or dis¬ 
missive manner about the 
move’. She also raised 
issues with a Christmas 
card she’d received in 
December 2009 because 


the message was ‘have a 
peaceful Christmas’ while 
other cards had more 
lengthy notes, she said. 

The tribunal said her 
reaction to this - throwing 
the card in a bin - 
appeared to be ‘wholly 
disproportionate’. 

In her claim Ms 
Cameron, who joined the 
school in 1991, said she 
was targeted immediately 
after Mr Jones was 
appointed in January 
2009, and she resigned the 
following year. 

She said she felt Mr 
Jones was much more 
critical and intolerant 
towards women. 

However Judge Adam¬ 
son said: “We are not per¬ 
suaded that the matters 
that did take place about 
which the claimant com¬ 
plains took place as she 
alleged. 

“We do not consider the 
acts in themselves to be 
intrinsically discriminato¬ 
ry or that there is evidence 
from which we could con¬ 
clude that Mr Jones could 
have behaved differently 
had the claimant been a 
man.”

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Cops hope reward 
will net Ding killer

THE reward for the capture and 
arrest of quadruple murder 
suspect Anxiang Du has risen to 
£25,000. 

On Sunday it was a year to the 
day that Jifeng ‘Jeff’ Ding, his wife 
Ge ‘Helen’ Chui and their two 
daughters Xing ‘Nancy’ and Alice 
were brutally murdered at their 
Wootton home. 

Mr Du, 53, from Coventry, was 
declared the only suspect soon 
after the discovery of the bodies 
and has since evaded capture. 

There have been no confirmed 
sightings of him anywhere in the 
world but police believe the 
increased reward from an initial 
£10,000 12 months ago to £25,000 
will bring them that vital piece of 
information. 

As part of an anniversary press 
conference held on Friday, 
Assistant Chief Constable Martin 
Jelley appealed again to the wider 
community to come forward if 
they had any information that 
could assist the investigation. 

He said: “This has had a huge 
impact on our community and we 
are unwavering in our aim to 
bring the offender to justice.” 

And the officer responsible for 
leading the investigation into the 


murders, Detective Chief 
Inspector Tom Davies, is opti¬ 
mistic in achieving justice. 

He said: “The increase in the 
reward is to encourage that indi¬ 
vidual assisting the suspect 
through finances or accommoda¬ 
tion to come forward.” 

The police have made four 
arrests on conspiracy to assist an 
offender and those individuals 
have been released on bail. 

Police forces in the UK have 
detained any individuals who 


resemble Mr Du as part of the 
investigation. As part of the oper¬ 
ation officers have taken 700 wit¬ 
ness statements, visited 2,000 
people, taken 1,800 exhibits and 
have 5,000 hours of CCTVfootage. 

A total of 43 UK police forces 
have been involved. 

DCI Davies said the recent visit 
to China by police had three aims: 
to brief the Ministry of Police in 
Beijing, update the wider family 
there and to keep it in the media 
spotlight.

MORE than 1,000 people in the 
county have been caught 
watching television without a 
licence so far this year. 

Figures released to the Herald 
& Post by TV Licensing, which 
tracks down fee evaders, show 
that 1,090 viewers in 
Northamptonshire were watch¬ 


ing illegally from January to 
March. 

On Friday, April 20 50 TV 
licence offenders were convict¬ 
ed and sentenced at 
Northampton Magistrates 
Court, the youngest being 17. 
They were ordered to pay 
between £110 and £475 in fines 
and costs. The oldest was 73. 

But the TV Licensing authority 
said that the volume of cases 


didn’t mean a waste of court 
resources because each trial 
takes only a short amount of 
time. 

Of the licence evaders caught 
from January to March this year, 
540 were from Northampton, 
160 from Wellingborough and 
60 from Rushden.

THE Salvation Army in Northampton is 
calling on the community to be its eyes 
and ears after its main town centre 
building was hit by vandals yet again. 

The charity has been left with a £5,000 
bill following two attacks last month at its 
Tower Street premises. 

Offenders have been climbing onto the 
roof stealing lead, tiles and graffiting. 

And now the vandalism has resulted in 
other problems such as water damage to 
the church area. 

Major Paul Hoad, who runs the centre, 
said: “On Wednesday, April 25 when we 
were serving lunch to about 75-100 
people, water came through the ceiling 
and damaged all the electrics - it poured 
in like from a tap. 

“We have to raise £28,000 to do all we 
can in the community. We feed the home¬ 
less; we have luncheon clubs for elderly 
people and help people of any age. 

“I don’t think these offenders realise 
what damage they are causing.” 

Major Hoad said they were looking at 
anti-vandal climbing paint on the walls 
to prevent further incidents but he 
appealed to the community to report any 
suspicious activity. 

Targeted patrols in the area around the 
building are being put in place in a bid to 
prevent further problems. 


Breastfeeding clinic 
to reopen its doors 

PROTESTING mums have won their 
battle to save the Baby Cafe. 

The specialist drop-in clinic in 
Wellington Street, Northampton, which 
encourages and helps new mums to 
breastfeed, will reopen on May 11 from 
lOam-noon and will run every Monday 
and Friday at these times. 

In February, mothers took to the streets 
to fight to save the premises 
It closed its doors in March following 
potential funding cuts but last month we 
revealed a reopening was on the cards 
thanks to 15 county councillors pledging 
their ward empowerment money. 

The service now has £13,295 of the 
£16,500 it needs and the mums are confi¬ 
dent they can meet the shortfall through 
continued fundraising.

Brawler 
glassed 
victim in 
pub row

A DRINKER has been jailed for a glass 
attack that left his victim needing 17 
stitches from ear to neck. 

Stacey Wright, 25, became violent at 
the Peacock Pub, on Watling Street, 
Towcester, after his friend got into an 
argument with another customer on 
September 3 last year. 

The offender, who had been found 
guilty of affray in 2010, decided to get 
involved in the scuffle and smashed a 
glass in the other man’s face. 

Benedict Peers, prosecuting at 
Northampton Crown Court, said the 
47-year-old victim’s ear had to be glued 
back together, and he suffered cuts to his 
face and neck. An inch-long gash on the 
left side of his neck required 17 stitches. 

Wright, formerly of Church View, 
Greens Norton, denied causing the 
injuries and pleaded not guilty. But a 
unanimous jury found him guilty of 
unlawful wounding after hearing 
evidence in a trial that lasted three days. 

The court heard the defendant had 
been sentenced to nine months, 
suspended for a year, just ten months 
before his violent outburst at the pub, 
meaning he would be sentenced for 
both offences. 

Sentencing Wright, Recorder Adrian 
Redgrave QC said: “You have been 
convicted by the jury of unlawful 
wounding in a crowded bar when an 
incident began which did not concern 
you directly and involved nothing worse 
than punches. 

“You, having had quite a lot to drink 
that day, used a glass as a weapon. The 
blow struck the victim on the ear and 
neck and left him requiring 17 stitches. 

“The use of a glass as a weapon and the 
extent of the injury make this a particu¬ 
larly serious offence.” 

He added: “You have a previous 
conviction for affray. A suspended sen¬ 
tence of nine months was imposed but 
ten months before you committed this 
offence.” 

Wright, now of Bow Road, East London, 
was jailed for a total of three years and 
three months.

ROGER Wilson is set to make his final home 
appearance for Northampton Saints on 
Saturday, but the Irish No.8 is targeting a 
further two games after that. 

He is due to return to Ulster in the summer 
having been at Franklin’s Gardens since 2008, 
with the match against Worcester Warriors 
being his farewell to the home fans. 

But a win for the Saints would be enough to 
see them through to the Aviva Premiership 
semi-finals where they would be away to one of 
Harlequins, Leicester Tigers or Saracens. 

Should they navigate that challenge then the 
final at Twickenham on May 26 would await, 
and that has been something Wilson has aimed 
for since joining Northampton. 

“It would be massive,” he said. “I’ve had a bril¬ 
liant four years here, I’ve loved every minute of 
it and it would be brilliant to go off with the 
Premiership. 

“One of the reasons I came here was to win a 
big bit of silverware, so it would be the icing on 
the cake. 

“My choice was between Saints and London 
Irish at the time, and I saw Saints as an up-and- 
coming team. It was the year that they came up 
from Division One, so it was a bit of a risk, sign¬ 
ing for them. 

“But they had the right people in place and 
people had spoken very highly of the club so it 
was definitely the right decision for me.” 

There was a time when Wilson wondered if he 
had made the right move though - particularly 
during a gruelling pre-season programme that 
had the squad training ten hours a day, six days 
a week. 

He was also living with former Ulster team¬ 
mate Neil Best, who also joined Northampton 
that summer, and described him as an 
“absolute nightmare” due to always wanting to 
do something when Wilson wanted to rest. 

They are likely to cross paths again this week¬ 
end, with Best now plying his trade for 
Worcester, but Wilson is confident that there 
will be no complacency from the Saints despite 
the Warriors season already being effectively 
over. 

He said: “If you look at Worcester, they haven’t 
got a great deal to play for. Last year, when 
Leeds came here in the last game of the season, 
they scored three tries against us in the opening 


20 minutes. We went out and thought we were 
going to walk it, so there’s always a danger. 

“You’ve got to get a good start and hopefully 
their heads might drop a little bit, but the way 
we trained this week and last week, there’s no 
danger of any complacency at all.” 

Wilson is not the only player leaving the club 
this summer, with James Downey, Jon Clarke 
and Chris Ashton also departing. 

They would all love nothing more than to 
leave with a Premiership winner’s medal and 


Wilson feels the side are shaping up well to 
mount a title challenge. 

He said: “We had a poor result against 
Leicester, but before that we had won a lot on 
the bounce and we did better during the Six 
Nations than the year before. 

“It was a slip-up and last year we had a great 
run in the last quarter of the season. 

“It’s all about one-off games now and you 
can’t afford any slip-ups, but I think we are in 
good shape.”

ENGLAND Under-20 head coach 
Rob Flunter has credited the 
competition within the Northampton 
Saints ranks for speeding through 
the development of Ben Nutley and 
Jamie Elliott whom he selected in 
his 28-man IRB Junior World Cup 
squad on Tuesday.

“I keep rattling on towards the end of 
every season, but I think this team is 
building towards something pretty big 
and we need to cement our first major 
trophy,” he said. “We haven’t got the dis¬ 
tractions of other competitions and we’ve 
said that our main focus can be the 
Premiership now. It’s going to take some 
big performances from ourselves; we’ve 
got a few injuries and suspensions, but 
credit to the guys that are here because 
we’ve got tremendous depth. 

“That is one thing you can see 
Northampton have been building over 
the years with a squad of 40 guys rather 


than one of 20. When guys leave others 
step up to the mark - and they’re doing 
great jobs at it. Hopefully we’ll have the 
confidence to see out these final games.” 

A win at Exeter Chiefs just under two 
weeks ago ensured Northampton stole a 
march on the Devon side as they bid to 
make sure of the fourth and final play-off 
place. Beating Worcester Warriors in the 
final regular season home game on 
Saturday would be enough to make cer¬ 
tain of that, setting up an away semi-final 
at one of Harlequins, Leicester Tigers or 
defending champions Saracens. 

Foden was delighted with the win over 
Exeter, particularly after coming on the 
back of a chastening defeat in the East 
Midlands Derby at home to the Tigers. 

The England fullback insists that he and 
his Northampton team-mates must now 
continue to improve if they are to reach 
the Premiership final at Twickenham 
later this month 

He said: “In the past we’ve been the 
team in form, things have been going our 
way and then we have slipped up in the 
final moments. The loss against Leicester 
was the one that really shook us up and 
showed us that we’ve got to be on the ball 
if we want to win this competition. 

“If we win this game against Worcester 
at the weekend then we cement our place 
in the top four. 

“We need to take another step up the 
rung and start playing some quality 
rugby because we know it is going to take 
some big performances in the coming 
weeks if we are going to be in the final.”

Carlisle keen to make full Sixfields switch

CLARKE Carlisle has got the fire 
burning inside of him again. Now 
the centre half is hoping to secure a 
permanent move to Northampton 
Town when his loan spell expires. 

The 32-year-old shocked a few 
people by joining the club back in 
January until the end of the season 
when they were then at the bottom 
of the Football League. 

Carlisle has played a huge part in 
helping the Cobblers make certain 
of their League Two status by 
shoring up a previously leaky 
defence since moving from Burnley. 

His loan deal ends after Saturday’s 
final game of the season away to 
Rotherham United, but the current 
Town captain is keen to return to 
Sixfields. 

“Now that safety is secured I think 
the chairman is doing his sums, he’ll 
give the gaffer a budget and we’ll 
sit down and talk,” said Carlisle. 

“If we can make it work we will 
because I have had a phenomenal 
time at Northampton. 


“It’s great to see players’ progress 
and what the gaffer has been doing, 
even in the three or four months I 
have been here. It has been 
thoroughly enjoyable, it has stoked 
the fire in the old dog and I’ve been 
very appreciative.” 

Before coming to Northampton, 
Carlisle [pictured] had just had a 
loan spell with Preston North End 
terminated and was out of favour at 
Championship outfit Burnley. 

But he jumped at the chance to 
be reunited with his former 
manager at Watford, Aidy 
Boothroyd, and puts that down to 
re-invigorating his enthusiasm for 
the game. 

Carlisle said: “He’s a consummate 
man-manager, he knows how to 
drag the best out of a player, when 
to put his arm around them, when 
to encourage and when to chastise. 

“You think that he does things off 
the cuff, but he is a meticulous man 
and even his ad-libs are planned. 

“That is the sign of an outstanding 
manager, and it’s a pleasure to work 
with him.” 


Carlisle was again at the forefront 
during last Saturday’s 1-1 draw 
against play-off chasing Gillingham 
in the final home match of the 
campaign. 

Lewis Wilson had given 
Northampton the lead with a goal 
on his first start for the club before 
Jo Kuffour scrambled one home 
from close range. 

Afterwards Carlisle felt that the 
Cobblers perhaps should have 
taken three points, and although as 
yet his future has not been decided 
he certainly has his eye staying 
with the club. 

“It's annoying because I think we 
have got enough to comfortably 
see out games like this,” he said. 

“They threw caution to the wind 
for the last 20-25 minutes when 
they put a lot of men up top and we 
dealt with that comfortably. 

“It’s an OK result, but it just shows 
how far we have come and how 
much we have got to build on. I’m 
really looking forward to next 
season.”
